AMBITIONS FOR HUGE PIGGERY 


MEET WITH VIGOROUS PROTEST 


Baldwin Park and Valley View Residents Make 


Known Their Displeasure at Coming of 18,- 


500 Hogs-Improvement Association 


Takes Action Against Company. 


A triangular fight is now in pro- 


gress at Baldwin Park, growing out of 
the attempt of the contractors for 
Los Angeles city garbage to establish 
a great hog-raising plant, about a mile 
from the center of the village. On one 
side are the hog raisers of Vernon, 
which used to be the sixth ward of 
Los Angeles, who do not want to move 
their property to the Baldwin Park 
plains. Another force is the V. D. 
Reduction Company, purveyors of city 
garbage, and squeezed by the two is 
the village of Baldwin Park, which 
has also the moral support in its in- 
dignation of Valley View, also on the 
Pacific Electric car line, and Covina, 
which gets its share of the smell. It 
is the intention of the garbage com- 
pany, of which P. C. Lynch is presi- 
dent, to induce the Vernon hog-raisers 
to bring 18,500 hogs to the plains, the 
entire hog population of Vernon. The 
Vernon men must move the hogs on 
account of the ordinance of Los An- 
geles city, passed thirteen months ago, 
which states that no garbage shall be 
distributed within five miles of Los 
Angeles. As Vernon comes within this 
radius, the hog industry is on the wane 
there. The ordinance has been held 
in abeyance for the past year in an 
attempt to assist Charles Alexander, 
the contractor for garbage, to get his 
company out of the difficulty. A de- 
cision -banded down. 60 days ago by 
J.JJ4SB McCormick, finds that theiprdi- 
imnce

up to the contractor to get his garbage 
out of the five-mile limit. 


RANCHERS SAY "NO HOGS." __ 


Alexander has failed to carry out 


his contract, and the garbage company 
has been reorganized, to be known as 
the V. D. Deduction Company, with 
P. C. Lynch as president, and his com- 
pany has offered about 1200 acres of 
land to the Vernon hog raisers, sit- 
uated along the river. This land, the 
hog raisers allege, was originally of- 
fered them at $4 per acre per year, 
hut is now held up to them at $20 per 
year by the garbage company. The 
company is asking the price of $2.50 
per ton for what is known as hotel 
and restaurant garbage, and $1.50 per 
ton for common hog garbage. 
Be- 


sides these charges there is to be a 
charge of one dollar per each 100 
hogs per month for water used. All 
of which some of the hog raisers be- 
lieve is extortionate, but which they 
would accept in desperation 
rather 


than go out of the business, if it 
wasn't for the fact that they fear the 
residents of the community will com- 
pel them to move again. The hog 
raisers claim that it will cost them 
$10,000 to move to Baldwin Park; that 
they will be obliged to build houses 
for themselves, and buildings for the 
hogs, and that the risk of subsequent 
ejection is too great. 


"PIGS IS PIGS." 


At a. meeting held in Baldwin Park 


several nights ago, Attorney Gesner 
Williams of Los Angeles, representing 
about fifty-three hog raisers, met with 
the Baldwin Park and Valley View Im- 
provement 
Association. 
President 


Lynch of the garbage company was 
present. The meeting was a stormy 
one. President Lynch did not go fur- 
ther than to claim that he would see 
to it that the business was conducted 
in an orderly manner, and that every 
precaution would be taken to elimin- 
ate the foul odors. The residents said, 
"pigs is pigs." The hog raisers said, 


"We don't dare to come." President 
Lynch said. " 
." 


The Baldwin Park and Valley View 


people have organized what is termed 
the "Piggery Vigilance Committee," 
and the members are scouring the 
country for support in an attempt to 
keep the hogs out. The residents have 
asked the support of Covina, and the 
Covina residents have evinced will- 
ingness to help out their neighbors, as 
it is claimed that a great piggery on 
the Covina electric line will be a 
great detriment to the growth of the 
communities. The piggery has caused 
untold grief since it was established. 
Secretary Wells of the Covina Cham- 
ber of Commerce appeared at one time 
before the board of supervisors, rep- 
resenting the people of Covina, ask- 
ing for an abatement of the smoke 
nuisance at a time when the garbage 
company was burning the refuse. The 
foul smell floated over the valley and 
settled with clouds of smoke over Co- 
vina. The Covina residents claim that 
if 18,500 hogs are installed at Bald- 
win Park, the nuisance will be so 
great as to keep visitors from taking 
the trip over the Pacific Electric, and 
the bare mention of hogs in connec- 
tion with a thriving community is 
enough to condemn the place in the 
estimation of the outsider. Inasmuch 
as garbagerfed hogs ,are always under 
suspipipn £rom the standpoint.of .pure 
fnnrl .itho ron1rio«te1i.iyn'^.1i^m-lVVi,tfcV,A. 


illness. One Baldwin Park man 
lives south of the present piggery',' 
states that he lost a drove of his corn- 
fed hogs because he bought several 
head from the garbage plant that were 
infected with cholera. 


D. J. Shultis, a large property-owner 


at Baldwin Park, and W. R. Johnson, 
chairman of the piggery 
committee 


of the local association, are prominent 
in the crusade against the introduc- 
tion of the hogs. In spite of the op- 
position 
met with, however, there 


have been 1100 hogs shipped in from 
Vernon during the past week. These 
hogs are owned by two hog raisers, 
who have withdrawn from the Vernon 
Park Hog Raisers' Association, after 
a split on the removal question. Al- 
though no action has been taken as 
yet by the valley residents, it is ex- 
pected that a committee will imme- 
diately wait on the board of super- 
visors, and that it will be asked that 
the hog raisers vacate. Baldwin Park 
residents say that the breeze which 
comes up from the ocean each day, 
blows directly across the present hog 
camp, and that this breeze is tainted 
with insufferable hog-odor. 
That it 


will become unbearable when the val- 
ley becomes a vast piggery is some- 
thing that the residents are sure of. 


Attorney Gesner Williams told a 


representative of the Argus Thurs- 
day that he met with the Baldwin 
Park people in behalf of the Vernon 
hog raisers, but that he immediately 
found the protest too strong, and that 
he has advised the hog men not to try 
to settle in the San Gabriel valley. 
This puts the hog men and the gar- 
bage company at war. The hog men 
have been given the privilege of using 
the garbage at Vernon for a period of 
thirty days, in order to give the gar- 
bage company a chance to settle the 
difficulty, but at a meeting held in 
Vernon Wednesday night, the owners 
of the animals refused to use any more 
garbage.

IS SUCCESS 


THIRTY-FIVE 
INCHES 
FLOWS 


FROM PIPES WHEN TESTED 


ON THURSDAY. 


Water Will Irrigate 140 Acres to be 


Planted to Oranges, and Owner 


Will Improve. 


One hundred and forty acres of ba- 


sin and mesa land, southeast of Co- 
vina, bids fair to very shortly be 
planted to orange groves, through the 
discovery this week of water at a 
depth of 340 feet on the ranch of H. 
M. Houser. That the drilling of this 
successful well will also open up op- 
portunities for irrigated land in this 
vicinity, and will stimulate the ranch 
owners to put down more wells in 
that belt is an undoubted fact. The 
Houser well has been in process of 
drilling by the Olson brothers of Chi- 
no, for about three months, and the 
contra.ctor struck a good deal of hard 
shale and rock. The well is situated 
in the bottom lands, just off the Po- 
mona road, and in a district that has 
been in doubt regarding the water sup- 
ply for many years. Wells have been 
sunk In the vicinity which were not 
successful, but Mr. Houser has dem- 
onstrated that the well drillers of the 
past simply did not have the courage 
to go to a sufficient depth. After get- 
ting down through the layer of shale 
rock, the rancher discovered that he 
had over thirty feet of water-bearing 
gravel, and this is producing a flow of 
thirty-five California miner's inches. 


The Houser well was blown out with 


compressed air on Thursday, and a 
big stream over in fifty feet 'in length 
came "spurting from the pipes. The 
water was • corralled and 
measured, 


showing the result as stated above.

M. Chapman estate, and was purchas- 
ed by Mr. Houser about two years 
ago. The land is peculiarly adapted 
to the growth of citrus fruits, all that 
it has lacked being the water supply. 
This has been thoroughly supplied by 
the discovery of the 
water-bearing 


gravel strata. The slopes of the mesa 
have been cleared of debris and brush 
during the past three months, and 
Mr. Houser is engaged in building a 
wide wagon-road over the bluffs. The 
situation is one of the finest in the 
valley for the location of fine resi- 
dences. The land in the basin is now 
in grain, hut will be planted out at 
once to citrus trees. 


STOWELL STRIKES WATER. 


A sixteen inch well, now being 


put down on the forty-five acre ranch 
of S. A. Stowell in Charter Oak, is al- 
ready showing a big flow of water.

If the tree does not have plenty of 


lime to feed upon, it will take up in 
excess something else to its detri- 
ment, and cause an abnormal condi- 
tion in the tree and fruit. The tree 
cannot over-feed if the soil contains 
an equal balance of plant food. The 
most essential element to balance the 
soil has been neglected, and that is 
lime. 


U. S. Bulletin 65 says: "Liming is 


a very old agricultural practice, and 
the importance of lime as a fertilizer 
has long been recognized." Any ele- 
ment that the tree takes is a fertilizer. 


W. W. Gardner, Physiologist U. S. 


Dept. 
Agriculture, says: 
"Lime 
is 


known to be an essential plant food, 
and the average soil is more likely 
to be deficient in this element than 
has formerly been believed. It also 
exerts a very important action in ren- 
dering available the potash, phosphor- 
ic acid and nitrogen, which would 
otherwise be beyond the reach of the 
growing plant."

On Potash.—Dr. Wheeler in II. S. 


Bulletin 77 says: 
"Lime is said to 


take the place of potash in certain 
chemical combinations which exist in 
the soil, thus liberating the potash 
and placing it at the disposal of the 
plants, in this particular gypsum (land 
plaster or calcium sulphate) is be- 
lieved to act more energetically than 
carbonate of lime, air-slaked or water- 
slaked lime." 


According to a large number of 


analyses there is on an average about 
thirty tons of potash in the first three 
feet of soil which could be made 
available by the use of gypsum. 


On 
Nitrogen.—Dr. Wheeler 
again 


says it brings about "the change of 
ammonia and of nitrogen in organic 
matter, such as blood, m,eat, fish, tank- 


tionod." 
Perhaps all fertilizers (ex- 


cept nitrate of soda) contain much 
unavailable nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash that, would be made avail- 
able by using gypsum, thus doubling 
or trebling their value. 


Its Action On the Soil. 


The life or activity of the soil per- 


haps, has more to do with the condi- 
tion of the tree than any other one 
thing. A soil that is dead is about as 
worthless as any other dead thing 
The bacterial action in the soil is this 
life, and gypsum stimulates the bac- 
teria, loosens heavy soil and decom- 
poses and compacts light soils and 
promotes nitrification.

•sum for two years, says it makes the 
fruit a much deeper orange color,- 


and heavier than on orchards where 
not used. The tree growth has also 
been extra good." If plenty of soluble 
lime is applied the fruit will take up 
large quantities, and perhaps give us 
earlier colored fruit, and prevent Val- 
encias from turning green, and as 
lime preserves, there is no doubt but 
that the keeping qualities of the or- 
ange in transit will be greatly pro- 
longed. There is no danger in using 
large quantities of gypsum in connec- 
tion with plenty of humus, but there 
is much to be gained by its liberal 
application.

On Nitrate of Soda.—It is not as- 


sumed tSat lime makes this nitrate 
more available, but since there is 
black alkali formed by its use it is 
essential to use gypsum to neutral- 
ize this poisonous substance. On this 
subject Dr. Hilgard in the Cultivator 
of March 16, says: "There is, of 
course, no question about the forma- 
tion of black alkali from nitrate of 
soda, or of the injurious effect of that 
compound on the tilling qualities of 
the soil. I think I was the first to dis- 
cuss this effect, and to prescribe rem- 
edies for it. Black alkali, or carbonate 
of soda, is promptly transformed by 
gypsum (land plaster) 
in the pres- 


ence of water into the relatively harm- 
less white alkali, or sulphate of soda. 


It is obvious then that if each ap- 


plication of the nitrate of soda were 
accompanied or followed by the ap- 
plication of the corresponding amount 
of gypsum an the land, the formation 
of black alkali would either not oc- 
cur at all, or would be promptly over- 
come.

The 
fact is that when sufficient amount of 
gypsum is used for the purpose of 
fertilizing, and to make available other 
plant foods and neutralize magnesia, 
all other poisonous acid conditions of 
the soil will no doubt be practically 
corrected.

The Form of Lime to Apply. 


Since our soil contains magnesia in 


excess, and large quantities of potash 
to be released, as well as other plant 
foods in some cases, and gypsum be- 
ing especially adapted for this work, 
makes it the most valuable form to 
use, besides gypsum being soluble in 
water, can be taken up quickly by 
the tree as a fertilizer. Dr. Loew in 
the bulletin referred to above says: 
"From the preceding experiments the 
favorable action of gypsum in counter- 
acting the toxic action of magnesia is 
apparent. From an agricultural stand- 
point it is, besides, the most available 
form for liming 
The more soluble 


forms of lime, as sulphate (gypsum), 
and nitrate are more efficient in over- 
coming the noxious effects of magne- 
sia than less soluble forms, as car- 
bonate (air-slaked)." 


When To Apoly. 


Gypsum can be safely applied at 


any time of the year. If applied dur- 
ing the summer it may not all be dis- 
solved unless the orchard is basined. 
However, there will be suflicient dis- 
solved to do considerable good in 
counteracting magnesia and other poi- 
sons of the soil, making available fer- 
ilizers, stimulating bacteria, etc., etc., 
besides what the tree takes up to 
mature the fruit, etc. If not all dis- 
solved during the summer it will not 
evaporate or be lost til! the 
rains 


come. Put plenty of it under the tree 
to sweeten the soil anu counteract 
the poisons. 
Beware of "Salted" 


Gypsum Mines. 


Since it is an established fact that 


gypsum (sulphate of lime) is an es- 
sential element in our soils for suc- 
cessful citrus culture, there are stock 
promotion companies being organized, 
and offering flattering things to the 
people.
